Clubs, faculty, sports, team, 
senior, and underclass pictures were provided by Lifetouch photogra- 
phers. Other special school events were also covered by Lifetouch. 

All captions and body copy were typed in palantino eight and ten 
point respectively. All folios were typed in imago extrabold ten and 22 pt. 
The Odd Odyssey logo consists of 24 pt copperplate 33be and 84 pt 
gillsans ultrabold. The Title Page’s school data is 20 pt university roman, 
while it’s captions are ten pt revue and letter gothic. The Opening and 
Closing have 18 pt times new roman body copy, 36 pt times subheads, 
and 69 and 18 pt reporter two headlines. All Dividers contain 18 pt 
palantino body copy, 36 pt times new roman subheads, and 72 and 156 pt 
zapfchancery headlines. The Student Life section has 60 pt barmeno 
extrabold headlines with 24 pt bellevue subheads. Seventy-two pt bodine 
poster compressed headlines and 24 pt gillsans condensed subheads are 
found in the Sports section. The headlines and subheads in the Clubs and 
Organizations section are nuptial script 48 pt and copperplate 33be 24 pt 
respectively. The Seniors section has bellevue 80 pt headlines, castellar 
MT 24 pt subheads, and lithos regular names. The Underclass section 
contains bookman 72 pt headlines and dom casual 30 pt subheads. The 
headlines in the Faculty section are 60 pt dom casual, while the subheads 
are pepita MT 24 pt, and the quotes are freestyle script 18 pt. Finally, in 
the Academics section, the headlines are 68 pt lithos regular, the subheads 
are 41 pt biffo MT bold reverse, and the quotes are 26 pt biffo MT. 

The 1993-1994 Islander won several honors, including a Medalist rating 
from the Columbia Scholastic Press Association, a Trophy Class rating 
from the Virginia High School League, and an All-Southern rating from 
the Southern Interscholastic Press Association.
